THE JOCKEY CLUB THREATENS TO OUTLAW 
MEETING AT NEW TRACK. 



Sends Warning That Unless Its Rules Regarding 
Sanction Are Complied With Such Action Will 
Be Taken — Management Unyielding. 










Now York, January 12. — At Ibo annual mooting of 
the Jookov Club, hold last night, August Belmont, 
.lamos K.*Kooue. F. K. Sturgis and S. L. Farsous 
were ro-oleotod stewards. The stewards re-elooted 
August Beluumt chuinuau; James It. Keene, vioe- 
ehalrmun, aiul F. K. Sturgis, soerelary and treas- 
urer for the year Un2. 

It was derided to serve notice upon John Marshall, 
presldeur of the Tharlestou Fair and Ra«*ing Asso 
• iatioii. that the rar<“ uu'eting proposed to 1)0 hell 
bogiuiiiug .l.timary 17 at Fhailestou. .s. will be 

regardeu by the J«K’key t'lub as an «»utlaw luoetitig 
uiiTe.vs ih<‘ usual regulations of the .forkey Flub lo«»k- 
iug to the recognition of the uioeiiug. an* comidled 
with. Tin- telegram authorized to lie sent to ITesi- 
dent .Marshall rea<ls: 

“The stewards of the .Iock<*y Flub note that it is 
proiH>se<l by your association to hold a race meet- 
ing beginning on January 17 and that you do not pro- 
pose to ask for dates nor tak»? a license from the 
Jockey (-lub. The stewards wish to remind you that 
they have received no reply to their letter of August 
17. and that any meeting held without complying 
with the rules and requirements of the .Jockey Club 
will Ik* regarded as an outlaw meeting, as set forth 
in Ituh* 7 of the Kules of Racing.” 

A resolution alsii was a«iopted to bar from sai»o- 
tioneil racing all horses, owners, trainers ami jock 
ovs who participates! in the recent meeting of th«* 
Columbia Racing Ass.»ciatiou at Columbia, S. F.

»k the big coucotirsc of racing men hero by sur- 
but after due delibcratiou the Jockey tMub’s 
ukase was acivpted indifferently, and by some witb- 
out concern. \ majority »»f the horsemen made it 
known that they would race here regardless of the 
Joekev Club's approval. They couteml that for the 
Jockey Flub at this late |>eriod to attemid to inter 
pose obstacles i.s out of reason. 

Ihat tile ('harb‘stou lair aiul Racing Assmintion 
intends to go on witii its jdaiis as <irigiually mapped 
out. is evidenced in the reply forwardeii to .Vssislaiit 
Secretary .Mgernon Daingertields notification to 
ITeshlcnt John Marshall regarding the propo.sed out 
lawry. Mr. .Marshall’s message follows: "It is 

now, as it always has bi*cn. the desire of our asso«*la- 
tioii to have close r»K*iproeal relations with tin* 
Joek«*y FJuh, Our ass<M'iatiou and JiM-key Flub have 
eharters from ilm state of South Carolina which 
vests them with full rights mid power to race under 
their own jiirisdi<“tiou. This* assmdatiou will eh«.*er- 
fullv act in coujum-tion with you in oltscrvauee of 
rulings f«*r fraud, hut this assm-iation will mit hr4*:ik 
faith with many of tlie tuosl re|tutalde horseuicii in 
America.” 

(h>iM*rhl Manager Francis J. I'ous said: ‘‘Tliis 

assmiatiou has exidaiued fully in a wire sent to Mr. 
l)aiiigerfi«‘bl by our president. John .Marshall, that 
bidiig empowered by (barters from the state to c.m- 
•liiet our meeting under our own jurisilietion. we see 
no /casou to change our idaus. W«* will recognize 
no rulings other than for fraud ami will weleome to 
race here thos<* owners in good standing who to,»k 
part in the ra«ing at Folumhia.*’ 

.\ factor in the decision of the horsemen to race 
here regardless of the Jtwkey Flubs attitude is 
that they have gone to a great expense in keeping 
their horses in training and .shipping here, stunc frtmi 
distant iHiints. Tiiey are settled and have before 
them seventy five days contiunons racing, a <on- 
dition they can ill afford to overlook in th.se 
iioaMons times. The Fliarlest<m .\.ss<K‘iation is act- 
ing liberally with them ami will hang up good 
pnr.s<*s. To simmer the matter down, some of thnn 
are ftirced to race or go to the wall. They cannot 
aifford another hmg period of i<lleness; they eanm-t 
sell, ami the only lee.iui.'ie h*ft for them is to race 
and make the Iwst of it. 

i'lie report that the Jockey Flnh had outlawed 
tln.M- who partieiputt'd in the rt‘<eiit meeting at Fo- 
Imnbhi. together with the horses than ran thire, 
was Mirinising md tmly to the horstnueu. but to the 
oflieials who i«M»k part in that meeting. It was gen 
orally nmlerst.MKl that iHrmissiou Uad iMon granted, 
or ratln*r that no notiee of tin* imeting would U* 
taken by the J.K-key Fltib. As a matter of fact. 
] per eeiit. was deducted from all purses won by the 
liorsennu. snppose<Ily to be tnriu*d ov**r to the 
J«K-kcy Club. Then, again, it was priuteil in many 
of the papers ihronglnHit the iHuintry that F. J. 
I.yneh, presitlent of the Folumhia Racing Assoeia 
tion. had gone to New York during the Norfolk 
nuHting and had arranged matters satisfactorily 
with the representatives of the Jockey Flnh ami it 
was with this understanding that horsemen shipped 
to Folumhia and raced there. Iltirsomen look umei 
the action of tin* eastern ImmI.v in annonm-ing at this 
late day that they ami their horses have been out 
In wed, as an uiiwarrantahle proc<n*ding. They claim 
that some sort of notification should hav«‘ been giv *n 
before the Fidnmbia meeting began and that tin* 
stories given out l»y tin* promoters and |>riute.l in the 
pap«*rs should at ieast have Iteeii denijnl. if for no 
«ither reason than to proteet the horsemen.

J. R. WainwTight did pretty well In 1910 with stable e.arnings of $14,408, but he improved considerably 
over this showing in 1911 with the better aggregate of $18,734. Ilis principal winner was the really high- 
class gelding. High Private, but Royal Captive, A1 Muller, Intrinsic, Trance and Short Order were also 
useful winners of more than $F00(», High Private’s infirm le§s have given much trouble and it requir«*d 
skillful training to k»*ep him going, but the right sort of training was forthcoming ami more than once 
High Private showed himself callable of contending with the best horses campaigned in handicaps in Keu- 
tu' ky ami Fanada. The si>eedy mare. Royal Faptivi*. raced product ivelj* and with eight firsts in races to 
her credit ’ini-sheil m*xt to High Private Iti the matter of imaiey won. The stnnly old cainpaigm*r, A1 
.Muller, did all that couhl reasonably have been expected from him ami was but little tiehimi Royal Faptive 
in winnings. .Vfter winning three <-oiisecnt!ve races Trance fell lame and hud to b«* retired. Had this ex- 
traordinarily fa.st mare remained fit to raee throughout the campaign of 1911 it is cpiite probable she in- 
stead of High Private would now figure as the chief bread winner of the Wainwright stable. In the racing 
ot recent years, few* more exciting incidents cropped up than the remarkable duel b«*tween 'rrance and Fitz 
Herliert in which a series of bitterly eontested finishes left honors about even between the pair when they 
were two-year-olds.

had training troubles ami was not always at bis !iesf. but at times gave* exeelb*nt displays of speed and 
si.indna and. with a return of $4,379. ctMitiibute»l more than usefnil.v to the fortunes of the stable. The 
( j*l?fornia-bre<l three-year-old. Aldriaii. was raced often ami. in proving himself a hardv and emluring ens- 
ton.oT. also more than iwid his way with earnings of nearly $4.0tK>. Dantield. while stoutly bred, could do 
iiotbiiig but sprint, .vet contrived to do quite well as a mom*y gatherer. T!u* other horses ra(*iug in the 
stable colors «*ould do little In eoiimarison with the four named, but their minor contributions heljied to 
sw-ell the following stalile account for the year:

ATTORNEY-GENERAL DISCUSSES RACING SITU- 
ATION IN SOUTH CAROLINA. 



Offers to Institute Injunction Proceedings Against 
Charleston Race Meeting if Proper Affidavits 
Are Presented to Him. 



Columbia, S. C., January 12. — “If the affidavits 
are presented promptly, containing the proper infor- 
mation that betting is being carried on at the Char- 
lestmi race meeting. 1 w’ill immediatid.v institute 
proceedings looking to getting an injunction, for I 
am of the opinion that injunction w’lll He in such 
cas«*s.” said Attorney -General Lyon in discussing the 
racing situation in 8outh Faroliiia following the ac- 
tion of the Snpn*nie Fonrt in refusing to grant the 
petition for an injunction against the Foinmhiu 
Rat ing .Assot*iaiion, hecaust* I he racing had endetl. 
ami if it laid eoiistitnted a nuisance, it liad been 
abated by di.^eontimiam e. 

Those again.**l whom the iH*tlthm and the rub* to 
show’ cause had l.K*<*n issued were: A. N. Flrod, J. 

W. Rice, F. J. Lynch. F. W. Armbroster ,*tnd A. T. 
Heise. and thej*. as the respondents in the matter, 
are to pay the costs. 

In additional returns filed in compliance with the 
order of the court, C. J. Lynch, for the Colnmhia 
Racing Association, the other two members, A. N. 
Elrod and J. W. Rice, having left the city for their 
homes in other parts of the country on January 2. 
showed that the betting at the race track in (>>ium 
bia, which they denied being a nuisance, had 1 h*cu 
abated in that the ra«*es had ended and the mattei* 
brought to a close. th(*y slnwving this was done iu 
good faith. The coutt tiHfk this view in dismissing 
I he petition and tlu* rule. 

.A. Heise. in his return, showed that he was 
connect»*d witli the Folumhia Racing .Ass<K*iation. 
only to the ixtcnt of selling tickets at the track. 
F. W. .Anulirosier is absent and the first return hv 
filed denying that he was head of tlie liookmakiug. 
was alUuved to stand. 

During the court pvoceeding.s in connection with 
the dt*ci.siou to disenst; the case. Nelson & Nelson, 
counsel for the racing promoters, contended that the 
ra<*es liad euilt*d on Deeeinlier 30, and there was noth- 
ing for the court to consider. Tln*y held that this 
had been done iu goml faith and contended that the 
petitioners, even while the races were on. If the 
conditions exist»*d as alleged in the alfidavits, had 
an adequate remedy at law. 

Attorney-General Lyon argued the cause for the 
state, ami asked that the injunction be issued, 
taking the view that there was no assurance that 
these parties would not at some future date hold 
another rac«* meeting, and that the same conditions 
would exist. 'riu* attorney-general slated in the 
course of his rotnarks that his information was that 
belting was carrieil on each year in connection with 
horse racing at the fair, and were the court to grant 
the injunction asked it would have a deterrant effect 
on the alleged liottiiig on hors<* racing **^11 year 
at tlio State Fair. 

But the court took the view that the racing had 
hecn ended, ami that if a (*ommou nnisiincc Imd 
h<‘i*n carried on while th<* races were in progress, as 
alleged, it had been abated, ami that the promoters 
in ending Go* racing acted iu good faith. 

VA’heiher any effort will ho made to enjoin tin* 
promoters of the Fharleston ra<*ing is not known, 
but the attorney-general is of the opinion tliat if 
information to the effect that lK*ttiiig on horse racing 
is being e<»ndncled at Fharleston. an injunction will 
lie against them, ami h<* says he will bring the 
matter promptly lK*fore the court if the pro|>er affi- 
davits are fnrnislM*il him. 

However, the fight against racing in South F.aro- 
lina is not likely to figure fnrtln*r in the courts, but 
will be ir.ansferreil lo the Legislature.

SUGGESTS ORGANIZATION OF SPORTSMEN. 

The most extraordinary |>art of the sporting situa- 
tion in Chicago seems to be that although nine men 
out of ten you meet are in favor of bo.xing and rac- 
ing. yet there seems to be no concerted action on 
thi'ir |)art to insist upon their rights as free men to 
have those sports which they love so well brought 
to life again. In Cunada both boxing and racing 
are flourishing — in fact, the racing game has never 
been so strong there as it is now, and it seems 
ridiculous that all sports should be condemned on 
one side of a lake and be allowed to flourish on the 
(dlier side. I should think the time bus now come 
wlicii a properly organized league should be formwl 
for the iirotectum or maintenance of si)orts, and if 
those who are really sport lovers would only band 
together and make it part of the political platform 
it would soon become an important question. — Mar- 
quis of Queensbury in Chicago Tribune. 

BOOKMAKING SUGGESTED FOR GERMANY. 

The supplanting of the pari-mutuel system of bet- 
ting hy imokmaking is being talked of in (Germany. 
G<*rman bookmakers are in communication in Berlin 
with the iK>lice and legal authorities with the ulti- 
mate view of obtaining some modification of the 
existing l>etting restrictions. There has been con- 
siderable clandestine betting in Germany of late. It 
is hoi>ed that an arrangement will bo made for 
some sysiem of licensing a limited number of book- 
makers Til an enclosure 011 each race course. An 
eiitram-e fee would be charged those who had a 
right to enter such enclosures, and the b<x>ks regis- 
tering the wagers might la? Ussued on the Belgian 
system, the bookmaker paying a fixed tax, as in 
Austria and Hungary, for his privilege, with the 
obligation of an official inspection of his book at the 
ie»iuest of the committee or their delegate. 

The struggle is still in an acute stage between 
the fiscal authorities in Hungary and the Jockey Club 
respecting the increase of the tax to be levied on 
the receipts of the betting machine. 

JOHN DYMENT DIES AT BARRIE. 

Toronto, Ont., January 12. — John Dyment, of Bar- 
rie, died this morning after a few days’ illness. 
'J'he furiiiation of a clot of blood on the brain follow- 
ing an apoi)lectie atta<-k causing unconsciousness a 
few Inmrs after he was stricken and pro<luccd a 
fatal r(‘snlt today. He was only thirty-live years 
old and a man of the most e.xeinplary habits and 
clean life. He was interested in the thoroughbred 
all his life, having ridden for his father until in 
creasing weight iH-«‘veuted and then he trained the 
horses of his uncle, the late Nathanial Dyment. 
On the death of the latter, the establishment was 
carried on h 3 ' his two sons and John, the last-naiueil 
having charge of the training and management of 
the stable. His death occurs just at the lime when 
the stable was expected to be at its best, the produce 
of a score of good mares which were bought a few 
years ago. being ready to race this year. The 
funeral will take place on Monday and in the mean- 
time all the industrial plants in which the family 
are interested, including carriage and engine works, 
tanneries, saw mills and other manufactories, will 
be closed.
